THOS. A. HENDRICKS 
The Vice-President Suddenly 
Expires 


AT HIS OLD HOME iN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Paralysis of the Grain the Cause — The 
News in Washington — Prociama- 
tion by the President. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

InDIANAPOLIA, Nov. 25,—Vice Presi- 
dent Hevdrieks died very suddenly at 
ate residence a few minutes before 5 
O'clock this morning, He cau.c home 
from Chicago curly in the week and 
complained of feeling unwell, but 
nothing serious was thought of it At the 
time. Last aight he and Mrs. Hen- 
dr cks at'ended a recrption at the resi- 
dence of Hon. John ©. Cooper, and 
after he came howe he complained of 
p»ins in his side and stomach. This 
morning he was no better and his 
family physician, Dr. Thompson, was 
eallel in. He gave Mr. Hendricks an 
emetic, and later in the day, an ia- 
-pection. 

Mr. Hendricks staid in his room all 
day, and most of the time was in bed, 
e'though he sat up at frequent inter- 
vals. He reecived no callera, but abont 
5 o'clock Mrs. Hendricks left his bed- 
sile to see a caller for a few minutes in 
the parlor. She was delayed longer 
than she expected, and when sbe re- 
turne:! to the room she found that Mr 
Hendricks was dead. The end of his 
busy and eventful life had come 
peaceably and quietly. On his face 
there was no indication of pain or auf- 
fering, and his eyes were only half 
closed, as if in # gentle sleep. He died 
of paralysis of the brain. 

Mks. HENDRICKS DISTRACTED 
GRIEF. 

Mrs. Hendricks became almost dis- 
tracted with grief, and it was an hour or 
more before she became snflicientiy 
composed to give any information about 
her husband's last moments. The fam- 
ily servants, two of whom bad lived 
with them for years, ran about the 
house crying and moauing, and there 
was the utmost confusion for a time. 
When the news was bailetined down 
town it was generally discredited, and 
in afew minutes a hundred or more of 
Mr. Hendricks's close political and 
persunal friends bad hurried to the 
houge. Very soon a great crowd col- 
lected around the cntrance and on the 
street, and it was found necessary to re- 
fnee admission to any and all comers 
except immediate relatives. 


WITH 


A LATER ACCOUNT. 


Purther Particalars About the Vice- 
President's Death. 

(Ind.), Nov. 25.—Hon. 
Thomas A. Hendricks, Vice-President 
of the United States, died very suddenly 
at bis residence in. this city at 4:45 this 
evening, uoder circumstances that were 
particularly distressing to his family 
and friends,inasmuch as they bad not an- 
ticipated the (ata! termination of his bricy 
illness, and nobody was with him when 
death cawe. He returned from Chicago 
last Satarday and since then had beea 
complaining somewhat of puin in his 
head and breast, but nothing serious 
was thought of it. Last night be and 
Mrs. Hendricks attended a reception at 
the residence of Hon. Joba J. Cvoger, 
Treasurer of the State, returning 
home in tbeir carriage about 
night; Mr. Hendricks had taken off 
the clothing usually worn and put on a 
dress-suit of tighter material, and be- 
fore he got home he complained of 
chilliness and a certain degree of ex- 
haustion, bat attributed it to malarial 
influence. He sat by the fire for an 
hour or more before retiring, but de- 
clined to send for a doctor, although 
arged todo. He slept restiessly until 
about 8 o'elock this morning, when he 
arose, dressed himself and ate a hearty 
breakfast, saying that he felt much bet- 
ter and intended to attend to consider. 
able delayed Wasiness. 

THE FATAL ILLNESS. 

During the day be and Mrs. Hen- 
dricks walked out for nearly half an 
Lbour, and he bad apparently regained 
his physical vigor aud cheertulness. Ao 
hour later, however, he began to be 
troubled with pains in the region of his 
stomach, and Mrs, Hendricks sent for 
the tamily physician, Dr. W. C. Thomp- 
son, a life-long and confidential friend 
of tbe Vice President, As the pains in 
the stomach contitined to increase, he 
was given an emetic, and afterwards an 
injection, and relief came. He then 
arose from his bed, in which he 
had been only a few minutes, and rea 
the moroing papers, talking cheerfully 
with bis wife and an old house servant. 
Just before noon be had a relapse, how- 
ever, and a physician was again sum- 
moned and administered the usual 
remedies, besides bleeding the patient, 
and Mr. Hendricks again expressed 
himself as being greatly relieved. He 
remained in bis room all the afterné.n, 
occasionally rising from his bed, to 
which he was compelled to retarn by a 
recurrence of the abdominal pains. To 
callers who came, snd they were numer- 
ons, he sent word that he was 
indisposed bat would be glad to see 
them tomorrow. About 4:30 Mrs. 
Hendricks, who had been at his bedside 
allday, wentto the parlor to see & 
caller who had called to consult with 
her regarding the affairs of a reforma- 
tory of which she was one of the mana- 
gers, and she remaioed with bim about 
tweuty minutes. Tom, a colored ser- 
vant, and Harry Mcrane, Hendricks’ 
nephew and a page in Washington, re-

Pondricks's pathetic appeal, “Oh, doc 
tor, can’t you do something?” he was 
obliged to answer, ‘‘[t is too late. 

THE CAUSE OF DEATH. 

Mr. Hendricks died ia bis private 
chamber, in which he did most of his 
work. Dr. Thompson says that in his 
opinion Mr. Ilendricks died of paraly- 
sis of the brain and there will probably 
be a post-mortem ¢ xamination to estab- 
lieh what the disease was. For several 
years he had not been & robust man, \ 
avd was subject to frequent **bad 
spells,” as he colled them, during 
which sometimes he would be pros- 
trated for days et a time. While in 
Washington during the last session of 
Congress he was overworked and almost 
worn out by the pressure of political 
matters, and upon his return home he 
signified his :mtention of laying aside 
all public business this summer and 
devoting the time to recreation. He 
spent three weeks at Atlantic 
City, fishing, bathing and yachting 
then came West and went to & 
northern luke resort, and afterwards 
to the Miami reservoir, in Ohio, on a 
fishing expedition. He returned from 
there two woeks azo, and atthe time 
said that he pever felt better in bis life,

THE CITY IN MOURNING.

were in keeping with his conduct 
towards the prisoners at Richmond. 
This latter fact, together with his ster- 
ling integrity and soldierly character, 
had caused his sejection for the chief 
control of Confederate prisons.” 

The above by way of a brief open- 
jag, now for a few facts: Anderson- 
ville, Sumter county, Georgia, on the 
Southwestern railway, sixty-two miles 
south of Macon, was s lected by the 
Confederate government as a site fora 
military prison, and established Nev. 
27, 1863. The population at that time 
numbered twenty people, and the 
prison grounds were covered by a 
growth of pive aud oak, and com- 
prised an area of some twenty-two 
acres on a hillside of red clay, sixteen 
hundred feet east of the railroad men- 
tioned. Near the base of the ceclivity 
was a stream of unwholesome water, 
some tive feet wide and six inches 
deep. Trees were felled and the en- 
closure surrounded by a strong stock- 
ade from fifteen to eighteen fect high. 
It was originally a parallelogram, one 
thousand and ten feet long by seven 
hundred and seventy-nine feet wide, 
but daring the summer of 1864 its 
length was increased to sixteen huno- 
dred and twenty feet. At the distance 
of one hundred and twenty feet, sur- 
rounding the inner enclosure, was 
another palisade of rough pine logs, 
and between the two were sentry boxes 
overlooking the interior. A cordon of 
continued earth-works, mounted with 
seventeen guns, commanding the entire 
prison, surrounded the outer paljsaces. 
A wooden railing, about three feet 
high, sround the inside of tlie stock 
ade, and at an average distance of 
nineteen feet from it, con-tituted the 
“dead-line,” prisoners passing which 
were summarily shot. 

The stream before mentioned passed 
from west to east through the enclos- 
ure, and furnished the only water for 
washing accessible to the prisoners. 
Many. acres bordering the stream on 
each side were trodden by the feet of 
the prisoners into a deep and filthy 
mire, deducting the quagmire thus 
formed, about three hundred feet wide, 
and the space cut off by the “dead- 
line,”’ the remaiolng space, before the 
enlargement, com; rised about twelve 
acres, yviving to cach prisoner, when 
the number reached thirty thousand, 
an average area of about seventeen 
square feet. 

A emall shed, covered, but not en- 
closed, furnished the only protection 
from the inclemency of the weather. 
A few wells were sunk in the prison, 
and there were also a few springs. A 
second enclosure, nine hundred and 
twenty-five feet long and four hundred 
feet wide, similar to the prison was 
constructod June, 1864, for a hospital; 
with the exception of a few old tenta, 
it contained nothing but long sheds 
made of poles, with roofs of pine 
boughs or planks, without sides. 

The bakery was withjn the two lives 
of palisades, and the cook-house was 
two hundred yards outside. On the 
high land overlooking the prisoa were 
a two-story building for the Confed.- 
erate officers and men, and the huts for 
the guards, who numbered from three 
to five thousand. Near the railroad 
station a stockade mva:uring one hun- 
dred and ninety-five by one hundred 
and eight feet was constructed, and 
for a while used as a prison for of- 
ficers; but they were subsequently coa- 
fined at Macon. Between the grave- 
yard and stockade stood a smal! hut in 
which nine bloodhounds were kept. 
The graveyard was situated about 
three hundred yards northwest of the 
stockade. Trenches, varying in length 
from fifty to ove hundred yards, hav- 
ing been dug, the bodies were laid in 
rows of one hundred to three haodred 
and covered with earth. At the head 
of each body a wooden stake was 
planted by the Federal soldiers de- 
tailed to bury their comrades, and each 
ttake bore a number correspondiog 
with a similariy-numbered name upov 
the hospital record. 

The first detachment of prisoners 
was received February 15, 1564, and 
were turned over to the “humane” 
Brigadier-General John II. Winder, 
who assumed command, with his son, 
W. S. Winder, as Adjutant. The 
superintendence and management of 
the prison \were assigned to Henry 
Wirz, a Swi irth. 

The followipg exhibit from prison 
records shows the number and mortal-

During the months of October and 
November, 1864, the ratio of deaths to 
living was 1 to 2, and the same ap- 
palling moitality occurred the last 
month of the war.

Early in May, 1864, a report upon 
the condition of the prisoners was 
made by the Confederate Surgeon E. 
J. Eldridge, pursuant to instructions 
from General Howell Cobb, and con 
July 5th an inspection report was sub. 
mitted by Colonel Chandler, of the 
Confederate war department. Io these 
reports the sickness and mortality of 
the prisoners were attributed to the 
bad condition of the prison and its 
management. 

Still month after month weat by aad 
the hideous scenes were daily enacted 
that make the heart sick at the recital 
of ao much woe, and when Apnl of 
1555 slowly came, one out of every 
two admitted died, 

lu August of that year a special mil 
itary commission was convened by the 
Secretary of War to try Wirz. The in- 
dictment charged him with iojuring 
the health and destroying tne lives of 
soldiers conflned as prisoners at An 
dersonville; py subjecting them to tor- 
ture and great suffering; by confining 
them in uchealthy and unwholesome 
quarters; by exposing them to the in- 
clemency of the winter, and the dews 
and the buraing sun of the summer; 
by compelling the use of impure 
water, and by furnishing insuflicient 
and unwholesome food; also, for es- 
tablishing the “dead line,’ and orer- 
ing the guard to shoot down any pris- 
oner attempting to cross it; for keep- 
ing and using bloodhounds to hunt 
down prisoners attempting to escape ; 
and for torturing prisoners by contin. 
ing them within the “stocks.” Wirz 
having been found guilty on these 
charges, was hanged Nov. 10, 1865. 
After the close cf the war the ceme- 
tery was arranged by Colonel Moore, 
of the United States Quartermaster’s 
Department, pursuant to orders from 
the Secretary -of War. The stakes 
were removed, and neat stones now oc- 
cupy their places. The bodics in the 
trenches were found to be from two to 
three fect below the surface, and in 
some instances, where the rain had 
washed away the carth, but a few 
inches. They had been buried with- 
out coffins or the ordinary clothing, 
and the bodies were crowded closely 
together. 

{a the spring of 1882 I visited An 
dersonville. Fuotsore, weary, and cov. 
ered with dust, I arrived at an hour 
past midnight. The gibbous moon 
‘trembled on the meridian as I stood 
on the last range of hills overlooking 
the great burial place, and gazed long 
and silently at the lines of white head 
stones, line upon line, like silent regi- 
ments of sheeted spectres waiting the 
trumpet of the final judgment. No 
tongue or = can convey the impres- 
sion caused by such a scene. I thought 
of some fiery hearts resting bencath 
those stones, and could almost imagine 
one of the number giving the word of 
command, and the full thirteen regi- 
ments slowly advancing, but,

Entering the cenetery, and passing 
the Superintendent's neat little cottage 
on the left, the national colors appear 
flouting from a stumpy staff erected in 
a grassy circle, and to the right six 
graves appear separated from the rest 
with the following bames over them : 
Patrick Delaney, Pa.; Charles Curtis, 
R. 1.; Wiltiam Collins, Pa.; John Sars- 
field, N. ¥.; William Rickson, U. 8.
